ed a complete agreement on ihe new 
armistice terms. 


As soon as the supreme war coun­ 
cil adopts the new conditions to be 
imposed on Germany, Marshal Foch 
will leave Treves, where the armistice 
commissions will meet. 


The first business before the su­ 
preme war council when it reassem­ 
bled was the settlement of the ques­ 
tion of representation in the first ses­ 
sion of the interallied conference. 
It 
Is still unsettled what nations will be 
represented or the number of delegates 
which will be alotted to each. It was 
developed, however, that China will 
not be represent d by Japan, but will 
have Its own delegation. 


The degree to which the Germans 
had fulfilled the conditions of the ar­ 
mistice was one of the important mat­ 
ters before the council. It heard Mar­ 
shal Foch's report on the subject and 
then discussed the terms on which a 
renewal of the armistice could be 
granted at the meeting to be held be­ 
tween the German and the allied rep­ 
resentatives at Treves, January 11-15. 


It is unofficially stated that under 
the conditions of the armistice* Ger­ 
many had up to January 12 r e p a tr i­ 
ated 458,000 French prisoners, leav­ 
ing 28.000 remaining in Germany; that 
there are several hundred pieces of 
heavy artillery yet to be delivered, as 
well as 300 minethrowers, that 1007 
locomotives out of the HOMO stipulated 
have been turned over, 61,050 railroad 
cars out of 150,000 and 4422 motor 
trucks out of 5000. The 1700 airplanes 
called for by the armistice conditions 
have been delivered,

DR. FLETCHER DIES 


Originator of “Chew Your Food” Idea 
Succumbs in Denmark. 


Dr. Horace Fletcher, \videl> known 
as an expert on dietetics, died in 
Copenhagen from bronchitis, after a 
long Illness. 


Wr. Fletcher, who became Juiown 
throughout the world as the exponent 
of “Fletcherism” or complete masti­ 
cation of food, was nearly seventy 
years old, having been born at Law­ 
rence, Mass., August 10, 1810. 


Since the war began he had been 
occupied as food economist for the 
commission for relief in Belgium, with 
particular reference to nutrition and 
child conservation. Previously he had 
been engaged in many occupations, 
and had travelled widely.

ho began his work on human nutrition, 
and engaged in research work at Vale 
and the University of Cambridge in 
England.

POTATO FLOUR INDUSTRY 


Chief of Dehydration Bureau Predicts It Will Revolutionize 


Food Situation in the United States. 


Maj. S. C. Preseott, chit-f of the dehydration bureau, chemistry division, 


department of ngriculture, sounded a note of national interest at the recent 
Wisconsin notato exposition in an address before the Potato Association of 
America when he discussed the possibilities of the manufacture of potato 
flour and the dehydration of the vegetable in the United States. 


'""he manufacture of potato flour is a brand new industry in this coun- 


try/' said Majer Prescott. "There are only two mills in operation now. These 
are at Idaho Falls. Idaho, and Canton, Pa. But I am sure that the industry 
•will grow to vast proportions in the next few years and will cause a vital 
change, if not a revolution, in the food supply situation in the United States. 


"The potato crop of the United States is now 300000,000 bushels. With 


the new market afforded the farmers by potato flour mills, I expect to see it 
reach a billion bushels. 


"Germany had three dehydration plants In 1903. Today It has 1,900. 


Potato flour and dehydrated vegetables enabled Germany to hold out in the 
;war as long as it did. 


"General Pershing last September ordered 30,000 tons of dehydrated vege- 


tables sent to the soldiers in France. This tonnage wiU occupy one-sixth the 
shipping space that would have been necessary for vegetables not dehydrated. 
Dehydration means a great saving in shipping expense as well as shipping 
space. 
Canned tomatoes shipped from California can be laid down in 


France for $7 a case. The same amoant of food value in the same vegetable 
can be shipped the same distance for 70 cents. 


"The importance of this saving can be better appreciated when it is 


known that the vast proportion of the population of the United States is fed 
on food shipped from 100 to 2,000 miles. 


"All the proteins, mineral salts and vitamines in the potato are preserved 


In potato flour because the flour is made from the unpeeled potato. The Hour 
has 2 per cent higher food value than wheat flour."

CHICKEN HOUSE 


NEEDS VENTILATION 


Good ventilation in the chicken 


house is essential to success in the 
poultry business, according to Ross M. 
Sherwood, poultry husbandry special- 
ist in the extension division of the 
Kansas State Agricultural college. 


"The two methods most commonly 


used are the open-front house and the 
curtain-front house," said Mr. Sher- 
wood. "The open front provides the 
most fresh air and is giving excellent 
results in some sections, but many 
persons find it desirable to have cur- 
tains that majr be placed over most of 
the openings during bad weather. It 
has been found that a bouse closed on 
three sides and tightly cm tamed on 
the south does not provide enough 
fresh air. To remedy this, n narrow 
opening is often made just under the 
rafters. This causes a fieer circula- 
tion of air than is possible with all 
the opening curtained, and ye't does not 
allow the wind to blow on the fowls." 


The large curtained openings should 


be from 30 to 30 inches from the floo" 
in order that the wind may not s\veep 
in directly upou the flock. 


During the summer months openings 


on the other s-ides of the building are 
necessary to make it cool enough that 
the fowls will roost there. These open- 
ings should be so located that the birds 
vull not be in a direct draft dm ing the 
night. These extra openings should be 
closed tightly in winter.

Today it is a shoit 
of boyish delight, of greeting for the 
little cutter load of civilians—the first 
group of Americans the soldiers have 
seen in months.

FALL OF STATUE 


ENDS HUN LUCK 


London.—All the world knows the 


story of the Madonna which was dis- 
lodged ly German shell fire from its 
perch on the tower of the parish 
church at Albert during the first mad 
rush of the Huns through France in 
1914. The statue did not fall, nor w as 
it greatly damaged, but the base was 
so shattered that it hung precariously 
over the main road from Amiens to 
Bnpaume, which passes under the 
\ erj w alls of the beautiful old church. 
For some reason, when the red tide of 
war swept westward through Albert, 
the Hun did not complete the destruc- 
tion of the ' m-er, and the statue still 
maintained its strange poise after the 
invaders had been rolled back at the 
battle of the Marne.

Munich.—Munich looks much less 


changed after four years of war than 
those who knew it w ould have thought 
possible. The city appears far livelier 
and gayer than three years ago. Part 
of this impression is unquestionably 
due to the profusion of Bavarian-Ger- 
man flags everywhere, emphasized by 
the red banners of Uie socialists. 


Although fairly dark in the evening, 


because coal must be saved, the streets 
nre crowded during the early hours. 
Restaurants are open nnd a fairly pal- 
atabls Imitation of beer is served. 


Every postage stamp one lick* 


a strange disagreeable taste because 
of the use of some substitute. Bicycle 
tires have been replaced by colls of 
steel. 


The streets are as clean as ever and 


with stores as beautiful, although filled 
with articles the prices of which would 
have bten unbelievable four years 
ago. 


The suffering seems to fall heavily 


on the poor people. Food now is r.ioi° 
plentiful because the signing of the 
armistice brought out stocks which 
have been held in reserve. The people 
are perhaps paler than their wont, but 
the street crowds appear to be warmly 
dressed. 


The city has resumed dancing, which 


has occasioned n terrific editorial out- 
burst from a portion of the press. For- 
mer Imperial Chancellor von Hertllng's 
organ, tSe Bavarian Courier, says: 


"Our enemies will be robbed of the 


last vest'.ge of pity If they hear of 
this. Arc they not right?"

Estimated That Tlicrc Are 40,000 Cases Which Will Require Supervis'on 


Out of 7,710 eases of discharged disabled men from army, navy and 
marine'corps whoso cases have been passed upon by the war risk insurance 
bureau, and who therefore arc eligible for free vocational retraining by 
the federal board for vocational education, 2,791, or 36.2 per cent, have 
tuberculosis or lung complaints. 


The federal board stated it is informed that first and last there will 
be between thirty thousand and forty thousand tuberculosis cases. 
Not 
all of them will require vocational retraining, but the number expected 
ie large. 


These ease? will be handled on a separate basis from the rest of the 
injured and disabled men, and will require constant supervision and med­ 
ical attention to insure the arresting of the disease and complete restora­ 
tion to health. 


This is the primary consideration, and training will be only such dur­ 
ing this period as to furnish enough occupation to keep the patient busy, 
contented and hopeful. 


Canada has boon very successful in dealing with her tuberculous army 
men, and the Canadian system will, in many'particulars, bo followed by 
the federal board with men of the United State's forces. 


The old idea that a man recovered from tubcreulosis rhould do noth­ 
ing but out-of-doors work is exploded, and, according to the federal board, 
there is a great variety of indoor occupations he can follow with perfect 
safety, provided his living and working conditions are proper. 


According to official advices the total of “major amputation, cases” 
in the United States forces to date is 3,031, of which 2,308 are arm and 
leg cases, and of these approximately 600 are arm amputations and 1,70S 
are leg amputations. The remaining 726 arc hands, feet and two or more 
fingers. 


Not all of these men require special training to enable them to make 
a living, the federal board for vocational education points out; in fact, 
the percentage is smaller than one would imagine. 
A lawyer, doctor, 
draftsman, bookkeeper, dentist, stenographer, office man or salesman is 
not necessarily aiTectcd unfavorably in making a living by reason of having 
lost a leg; but the loss of an arm may be a very serious matter. 


Those who in the main require re-education on account of leg or arm 
amputations are farmers, artisans whose trade required great activity, 
such as carpenters, teamsters, structural iron workers and the like. 


There are no hard and fast rules, and cannot be, for each case must 
be judged on its own merits, as for instance that of a professional vio­ 
linist, who, having lost a finger joint of, his left hand, found his occupa­ 
tion utterly gone and had to learn to do something else for a living.

The Monroe. 
Doctrine 


As Announced in Message to Con­ 
gress in 1823 


The Monroe doctrine, as announced 
by President Monroe In Ills messapre to 
congress in 1S2I), was n simple state­ 
ment of the attitude of this country 
toward the South American republics. 
Henry Clay had made an effort to 
have the independence of these repub­ 
lics recognized, and in 1822 their inde­ 
pendence was acknowledged by con­ 
gress. President Monroe had recalled 
John Quincy Adams from the court of 
St. James to become his secretary of 
state, 
and

historians credit 
Adams with the authorship of the mes­ 
sage, in which the doctrine was stated 
as follows: 


“As a principle, the American con­ 
tinents, by the free and independent 
position which they have assumed 
and maintained, are henceforth not to 
be considered as subjects for future

Years ago Marseilles was visited by 
a groat plague. 
Riel) and poor died 
in their hundreds, and to rob the for­ 
mer four men invented aromatic vine­ 
gar, which, used as a disinfectant, en­ 
abled them to rifle the dead without 
fear of infection. 
During the great 
plague of 1GG3 those who were deputed 
to bury the dead always carried a 
phial of aromatic vinegar, and his­ 
tory tells us that whenever Cardinal 
Wolsey had cause to go among the 
poorer members of his flock he inva­ 
riably held to his nose a golden orange

preventative. 
Canary wine, too, was used in 1C05 
as a disinfectant. Doctors carried lit­ 
tle cassolettes on the top of their 
canes, which they sniffed when visit­ 
ing the stricken, and in the affected 
houses the smoke of juniper was used. 


Hard, fine grained, durable wood 
usually grows slowly. A most remark­ 
able exception is the eucalyptus, and 
this gives the tree its great value in 
reforestation. It is said that the eucn 
lyptus grows flve times as rapidly as 
any other tree. 
Seedlings have been 
observed to make an average growth 
of six inches a day, and one tree at­ 
tained a height of litf feet and a di­ 
ameter of iiO inches in nine yejrs. 
The eucalyptus will not thrive where 
there are frosts, but in the South it 
promises to go a long way toward 
filling the place once occupied by other 
hardwoods which have been greatly 
reduced by demands for furniture and 
cooperage stock.

Home Output of Peanut Oil 
Is Now Only Second to That 
Of Linseed and Cottonseed 


The war has brought the peanut 
into Its own. 
Before 1014 peanut oil 
was almost unknown as an article of 
domestic manufacture and thousands 
of gallons were imported every year 
from countries that grew no ppanuts, 
although the South was producing mil­ 
lions of pounds and capable of in­ 
creasing that production almost in­ 
definitely. 
But in 1017 the output of 
peanut oil had so increased that it 
ranked third among all the vegetable 
oils made from home-grown products, 
being exceeded only by cottonseed oil 
end linseed oil. Peanut oil, .it is point­ 
ed out by exports in aliment, serves 
practically the same food purposes 
as does cottonseed oil, and lias the 
advantage that it can be obtained 
b.v cold pressing like olive oil, and 
becomes thereby a superior table oil. 
It has the advantage over cottonseed 
oil also in that the cake, after the 
fll Is pressed out, forms a palatable 
kthnan food very high in protein. 


A survey by the federal bureau of 
markets shows the great gain in the 
production and use of peanuts, not 
only for oil but for peanut butter, 
and as a substitute for niore costly 
nuts -or as a component part in con­ 
fectionery.

TIE recont discovery by scien­ 
tists of a lost tribe of Ameri­ 
can Indians—the Ilavasupai— 
walled up in obscurity in a 
deep canyon of western Arizona re­ 
veals a situation so astonishing that 
it would seem incredible if the story 
came from a source less reliable than 
the American Museum of Natural His­ 
tory, writes J. A. Brasliears in the 
New York Sun. 


Cloistered in a fertile valley, where 
sheer walls cut the great plateau to 
a depth of 3.000 feet, Leslie »Spier, a 
member of the museum’s staff,# has 
found a tribe of wild primitive In­ 
dians still living the lives of their an­ 
cestors and in almost total ignorance 
of the forward march of civilization. 


Here on the banks of Cataract creek, 
which flows northward to cascade in­ 
to the torrents of the Grand Canyon, 
these aborigines and their forebears 
have lived for ten centuries with sel­ 
dom a glimpse of the territory lying 
beyond the canyon top. 
The chief of 
the tribe counts the visits of the white 
man on the fingers of one hand. 


Anthropologists have poked into tin? 
mtmost corners of the earth, from pole 
to pole; have studied and classified the 
various tribes of Indians for years, 
while in some remarkable manner the 
Havasupai, living within our very bor­ 
ders, have escaped notice. 


These Indians—there now are only 
175* in the tribe—constitute the only 
purely aboriginal and primitive com­ 
munity in the United States today. 
They have lived like hermits. 
The 
customs and machines, the social ad­ 
vances of the outside world have fail­ 
ed to penetrate the fastness of their 
realm. 


Not Easy to Visit Them. 


To reach their home, a 50-mile ride 
over a waterless tract is necessary. 
When 
the brink of the chasm is 
reached the drop of 3,000 feet has to 
be made mostly on foot along a hardly 
perceptible trail. 
Only a small part 
of the hazardous twelve-mile descent 
can be made mounted. 
One must lit­ 
erally cling to the walls of the canyon. 
In no place is the trail wider than 
three feet and the atnimals rub their 
sides raw through scraping along the 
side of the canyon. 


In one place the two walls come 
together and form a corner. 
Here it 
is necessary to make a 500-foot drop 
by zigzagging from wall to wall. This 
is the most perilous section of the 
journey for the trail is nothing more 
than a series of steps. 
The animals 
must jump from one to the other. As 
the men on foot must walk in front 
their lives are constantly endangered. 
Should a pack animal miss its footing 
the man in front would bo knocked to 
oblivion. 


Today the Havasupai subsist on a 
marvelously cultivated tract tw?o and 
one-quarter miles long and about one- 
quarter of a mile wide. 
They depend 
chielly on agriculture for their sup­ 
port, but if; former days they descend­ 
ed far south down their valley inquest 
of deer, antelope and bear. The camps 
are situated along the east side of tlie 
creek, which irrigate« the land so well 
that enough food is harvested off this 
small section of one and one-half 
square miles to supply them from sea­ 
son to season. 


Some of Their Customs. 


traits predominate, but the Havasupai 
are unique in this respect. They are 
peaceably inclined and happy in the 
contemplation of their owrn works. 
Expert Corn Growers. 


The Havasupai live in cainps during 
the summer months along the creek in 
the midst of their farms. 
They are 
expert in raising corn crops. 


The deep canyon bed, irrigated by 
the cataract, is an oasis in the arid 
desert which surrounds the canjTon 
Corn, beans, .squash and fruit are 
raised in abundance and the peaches 
are especially delicious, according' to 
Mr. 
Spier. 
The nearby 
mountains 
abound in sheep, deer, antelope and 
wild turkeys, so there is no lack oi 
fresh meat. 


In winter the tribe takes to the 
ledges and caves on the mountain side 
high above the danger levete. Cataract 
creek always overflow’s during the 
rainy season and inundates the land. 
“Here,” said Mr. Spier, “I found some 
most interesting caves, unquestiona­ 
bly carved out of the walls by a pre­ 
historic race. I found some fragmen­ 
tary pottery in various places which 
supported my theory. 


“These caves,” he continued, “serve 
as excellent shelters, and here each 
family builds its storehouse for pre­ 
serving its grain and meat. These are 
constructed out of mud, baked hard 
and then sealed.” 


Native Turkish Bath. 


The chief diversion among the males 
is to foregather about the various 
sweat lodges to gossip and discuss 
affairs of the tribe. 
The sweat lodge 
is their Turkish bath. A bed of straw 
is laid down and a covering placed 
over it. It is made just large enough 
for one man to craw’l insidb 
baskets 
containing red-hot rocks are pla tt/U iM* 
side and water !s then poured over 
them, 'producing a cloud of steam. 
The-covering holds the steam inside 
and as soon as the sweating process is 
deemed to have progressed sufficiently 
the bather jumps out for a “shock” in 
the icy waters of the cataract. 
As 
each man finishes his bath he joins the 
circle, all In breechclouts, for the dis­ 
cussion of tribal affairs. 


The women do not devote all oi 
their afternoons to domestic pursuits 
They have a passion for gambling, Mr 
Spier says, and for several hours af­ 
ter the day’s toil in the fields they con 
gregate and play at dice. The game Is 
somewhat like the American game oi 
craps, although four dice are used, 
fashioned out of goat’s horn. 


Today one never finds American In» 
dians using anything but matches to 
light their fires. 
The Havasupai still 
use primitive fire drills. 
Up to 101C 
the stone knife was used exclusively 
Lately some modern implements have 
filtered in through 
the government 
agent. They have some horses and a 
small number of cattle with which 
they are having splendid success. 


No Marriage Ceremony. 


Marriage In the canyon is without 
ceremony. The bride’s consent having 
been won in the orthodox fashion the 
couple merely live together without 
further ado. 
The brave must make 
payment, however, to the bride’s pa* 
rents, and the customary form is to 
give his service in the fields of bis 
“in-laws” until the first child has been 
born.

ALL MUST BE FED 


Practically Every European Coun­ 
try Short of Foodstuffs. 


Agriculturists on This Side of th€ 
Water Are Called on to Save th« 
World From Starvation—West­ 
ern Canada's Great Op­ 
portunity. 


Considerable discussion is 
taking 
place in the papers as to the amount 
of money that the United States will 
have to pay for its guarantee of the 
price of wheat for 1910. 
The indica­ 
tions at present are that the treasury 
will not be afckcted. Instead of wheat 
going down the outlook now is that it 
will go considerably above- the pres­ 
ent guarantee, It is not only the opin­ 
ion of a wan of the experience of Mr. 
Hoover that gives weight to this as­ 
sumption, but wTe have the glhring fact 
that there will be more mouths to feed 
for this year, and the! next year or so^ 
than there wore in 1018, and the quan­ 
tity 
of 
food 
will be little, if any, 
greater. 


The assumption is based on the fact 
that Germany, Austria and Poland, 
and others of the fighting nations, un­ 
able to secure food enough in the past 
two or three years, and still unable to 
supply it within themselves, will re­ 
quire to be f<?d. The food can now bo 
taken to them. For some time the sol­ 
diers will require to be fed; Italy will 
have its demands. 
There will be ad­ 
ditional shipping, some of which will 
be needed for requirements of India, 
but it will also make ocean transport 
easier, 
Mr. Hoover is possibly better 
acquainted than any other individual 
observer with both the world’s food 
needs and its prospects of supplying 
them. 


He is naturally very close in touch 
with conditions on this continent and 
his position as virtual dictator of the 
distribution of American-grown food 
in Europe has given him* a possibly 
unique insight into European needs. 


Mr. Hoover says there will be no 
surplus from the 191S \crop to carry 
over into 1919. 
Even under normal 
conditions this would be a sufficiently 
precarious situation, for there natu­ 
rally never is any possible guarantee 
that one or more of the great wheat- 
producing countries in Europe may 
not experience a crop failure. 
Under 
present conditions, however, such lack 
of surplus is distinctly, dangerous, for 
the very European nations upon whico 
that continent could normally rely for 
the great bulk of its wheat, that is to 
say Russia, Bulgaria, Serbia and Kou* 
mania, will for obvious reasons be un­ 
able to supply their own demands for 
the coming year. In addition to this, 
Mr. Hoover points out that famine in 
India will call for a substantial pro­ 
portion of the Australian surplus, and 
that, moreover, a considerable part ol 
the Australian supply, which for lack 
of shipping has been accumulating in 
that country, has spoiled. 


And the demand is by no means 
only for wheat. 
Mr. Hoover 'esti­ 
mated that he would be able to fur­ 
nish Germany 180,000 tons of grain 
during the month of April. 
But it i3 
asserted that the German stocks of all 
kinds of grain and of potatoes and 
other vegetables will surely be exhaust­ 
ed before June. 


Mr. Hoover has also expressed tlm 
belief that it is questionable whether 
under the circumstances food enough 
can be supplied to tide Germany over 
until the next harvest. 


It is quite clear from all this that 
the world is gtoing to depend more 
than ever upon this continent to keep 
the wolf from the door until the war- 
devastated and anarchy-ridden coun­ 
tries in Europe can once again feed 
themselves. 
Already we read of tho 
protests of British soldiers occupying 
Germany 
against allowing German 
women and children to perish of star­ 
vation as they are beginning to do. If 
these conditions prevail in Germany 
what must be the state of affairs else­ 
where in Europe among nations w'hich 
have fought with us during the Jast 
four years? 


To sum up, it may be stated with 
confidence that the demand for every 
product of the farm will be unprece­ 
dented, and that the agriculturist will 
receive the highest prices on record 
for all that he has to sell.

B. Hoke, eon of Mre. M. L Hoke of Ab- 
bottetown, was killei in action has been 
rpceived by George W. Baker, that place. 

Tiie 
sergeant eays that Private Hoke was in 
line for promotion as a reward for brav 
ery Bhown in act-on. The letter follows: 
Mr George W. Baker, 
Dear Sir: 


Your letter of fourth just received 


asking information regarding Private Wil 
liam B. Hoke, deceased. 


Being a personal friend of Pvt Hoke 


myself, I can give yon a few particulars 
concerning him. He wau attached to my 
machine gun squad on the 6th of Sept , as 
an automac rifle man, in which battla he 
gaye a splendid account of himself, he 
seemed fearless of the terrors of which 
the enemy possessed, he trudged along 
stopping only lonp; enough *o aid Pome 
wounded comrade, he was in line for pro- 
motion due to the bravery lie showed in 
action 
On Sept. 20th we went into ac 


tion and after spending 3 days on the 
line, v»-hich on my tour of inspection 1 
saw Pvt. lloke sitting on the firing step 
of the trench reading a letter from home, 
in asking him how he was feeling ho said, 
"well Sergeant, ss fit as a fiddle and 
ready to go after them." That afternoon 
we advanced, later tli • next day 1 heard 
that Bill had been killed by a machine 
gun bullet. I vas shocked, I could hard 
ly believe it. He died like the man he 
Waq without a murmur which t-howed he 
was ready 
His death was instantaneoas 


therefore he did not suffer. 
He was bur 


led the following day by a detail of men, 
in the outi-kirta of Montblainville Sur 
Feuse. His personal effects have been 
taken care of by the chaplain and phoii'd 
bp on their way to you now. AP a pei- 
eonal friend of Hill's 1 feol the loss of a 
good friend and sympathize with his re 
latives, but what braver or belter death 
can a man ask than to die for his country. 
He was one ot the many who mu<le the 
supreme sacrifice for the liberty and free 
dom of Christianity.

Letters From France. 


The following letters from Chauucey P' 


Colestock were received by his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. M. (i. Colestock, of Hano- 
ver street 


Near Verdun, France. 


Dec. 3, 1918 


Dear Dad ana all: 


In the last three or four 


days I have received three letters from 
home but as yet have not received the 
one with the pictures that Ma. spoke of, 
but it makes no difference because I hope 
to soon be back taking more pictures. I 
wish I could take pome of tbe different 
places I have been and will be ' over 
here". They must of had some time in 
the old town on the morn of the eleventh. 
Well when you were having your good 
time about 3 a. m. it was about 9 a. m. 
over here, and I was in a dug out only a 
few miles from here with several wound 
ed men and a few of our detachment. At 
10 o'clock the news came that they had 
orders come in at the Regimental Com- 
manding post to cease firing at 11 a. m. 
also that the artillery received the same 
orders. We did not know if we should 
believe this or not, so with eyes on the 
watches we counted the shells that were 
then bursting in a town lees than 5 min- 
utes walk from us, and glad that I can 
write that at 11 o'clock on the llth day 
of the llth month our artillery fired the 
last one I have heard wizzing. thru the 
air. 
About five minutes after all faces 


were wearing a smile, and the fellows be- 
gan shaking hands and rejoicing over the 
fact that once more we could walk about 
feeling at ease. 


We moved up only a short distance to 


the town of Flabas, and there were quar- 
tered for a few days in a dugout under a 
shell torn bouse. 
We are very comfort- 


ably located on the side of a high hill, in 
a German built barraclra. From here we 
f»n see for miles out over the country 
looking towards Germany. We are thirty 
kilometers (about 18 miles) north of Ver- 
dun and 35 miles from Metz. Today we 
marched 10 miles, we do this twice a week 
now to keep in shape. Eating plenty and 
doing fine, no need for worry. Yon ask 
about money, why dad I have more mon- 
ey with me now than I know what to do 
with, because a soldier at the front gets 
no chance to epeud money. It's only the 
fellows back in the S. O. S. in the rear 
who have a chance to spend their franc's. 
I don't know when we shall come home 
but don't worry we shall have some good 
time when I do. 1 hope Clare will be at 
home long before me, then we can cele- 
brate together. If war was h— in Sher 
man's day what would he call it now? 
We were in two drives, the first one on 
Sept. 26tb, and was on the great drive 
no doubt read about, remained at the 
front foi only five days during which we 
(our detachment) lost two Lieut's and 
several men, one a druggist, a friend of 
mine, all killed by a high explosive shell. 
On Oct. 1st, we were relieved and hiked 
for several days back to a rest area. While 
at tbe rest camp boche air-men attacked 
us, but they didn't hurt a thing. Oct. 31, 
went into the lines again, at night, and 
this time experienced different times as 
it was trench warfare, until we went; over 
the top. 
Was in a hole covered with 


steel and rocks which we used fora dress 
ing station. It was up in the line of sup 
port trenches, about 5 minutes walk from 
where you had to keep your head down 
and not talk above a whisper. I had some 
close calls here which I will keep to tell 
when I get home. 


On tbe morning of Nov. 8th we got or- 


ders to move up to the front at 2 a. m. 
At 5 o'clock the boys went over the top 
and kept the buns going for seveial days, 
when on the llth hour of Nov. llth they 
admitted the Aiuericand were too much 
and there were too many. 
Ha!flCan you 


believe that some of the Germans came 
across the linen and talked with those 
who could understand and who would 
talk. 
They wanted to shake hands and 


give the fellows souvenirs, such as buttons, 
helmets, also cigars and beer. Ha! but 
they were not souvenirs Well that night 
the boys all made fires and celebrated by 
firing star shells which are used for sig- 
nal* tod to make light for observation at 
night 
It was some sight to see so many 


•amp fires and different colored lights,

Dear Mother and all: 


Your letter and card a 


I received the 12th and I am expecting 
the box any day. Thanks for the good 
things and the cards, I am pure you don't 
appreciate how we boys "over here" look 
for a word from home, out and beyond 
the surge of work that goes on from re 
vielle to taps. There lurka the voices of 
home like tbe refrain of a remembered 
time. 
We ar»i not prone to talk of this 


in the army but as the old saying goes 
conversion is good for tbe soul. "I do." 
Ha! Ha! You would be surprised to know- 
how many fellows clin>{ to photos of their 
sweethearts and their home folks, like a 
big kid, yes even the Officers are found 
talking about their mothers, wives ant 
home. 
Often I wonder what you are do 


ing and wonder when we shall return. 1 
am sure if you could see just one fellows 
face who has been disappointed in not re 
ceiving a letter, you would be sure of 
writing often enough to keep tne in let 
ters. I am not kicking as I am getting 
my share. 


I was to the ruined city of Veidnn on 


the 12th, it proved to be a very interest- 
ing trip, some sight. I went in on a t 
ok 


for medical supplies, as our division mis 
its supply base in Glorienx, a town just 
out side of Verdun, so 1 walked to Ver 
dun and then back to Thierville, a short 
walk, where I looked for eats and a place 
to sleep as I could not get a truck back 
to where we are camped until 7 the next 
a. m. 
I found a place in a large building 


that before the war was a French soldiers 
training school but now the division is 
using it for a casual eating and sleeping 
place, those coming back from tbe hos- 
pital and also which are bu^.ked and fed 
there until they can be conveyed to their 
regiment and company. Well 1 found a 
place to stay here on the top floor. 
The 


roof over the room next, to me was at one 
time hit by a shell and blown off, so 
there was plenty of fresh air and there 


were no doors to close between the rooms^ 
In the morning I went down to breakfast 
and who did I see but Quay Deatrick. 
Gee! I was glad to see him or some one 
from home. We talked about the last 
drive and I asked about all the New Ox- 
ford boys, as I had not heard or seen any 
of them for a long time. 
He came down 


for clothing supplies, with his Captain. 
After breakfast I had to go to the truck 
base and find a 314th Infantry truck, so 
I left Quay there, and started for our 
place up in the hills 
I haven't seen 


Chester Bower or Elton Ruth bince the 
time back iu the training area before 
coming to the front. 


We have a few fellows from Camp 


Greenleaf who replaced some of our men 
that were wounded. In fact the Sergeant 
and two other men and 1 are the only 
Camp Meade men left in our battalion. I 
must close and eay good-night, and much 
love to all.

Bouthern states responded this year to 
the campaign for more home gardens, 
and it was largely with the products 
produced in these city gardens that 
the South was able to feed itself. 


An example of the success of the 


garden work in the South is given in 
the report of C. J. Miles, city garden 
specialist of Tennessee, recently re- 
ceived by the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. Through the ef- 
forts of Mr. Miles, co-operating with 
all interested agencies, 24 cities and 
towns in Tennessee were systematical- 
ly organized in garden work. In these 
24 cities there were 598,550 gardens, 
covering a total of 4,192 acres. In 
the city of Memphis alone there were 
29,912 gardens, covering an area of 
1,028 acres. According to the report, 
Knoxville had 10,000 gardens, Nash- 
ville 8,000, and Chattanooga 5,000. 


"It was the purpose of this work," 


says Mr. Miles in his report on the 
methods of organization and conduct- 
Ing the work, "to encourage the utili- 
zation of back yards and vacant lots 
for growing garden vegetables and to 
confine operations to cities and towns 
of the state over 2,500 population. 


Plan Described. 


"Our first effort was to effect an or- 


ganization in as many of the towns 
and cities of the state as possible. The 
general plan of organization follows: 
A mass meeting was called, to which 
existing organizations, such as parent 
teachers, council of defense, and busi- 
ness men's organizations, were espe- 
cially invited. At this meeting a cen- 
tral chairman was named to have gen- 
eral supervision of the work of the 
town or city. 
Associated with this 


chairman is a committee composed of 
one or more persons from each ward, 
school district, or natural division of 
the town. 


"The immediate work of this com- 


mittee was to take a garden census, 
listing the back yards and vacant 
lots suitable for gardening, the per- 
sons who contemplated gardening, and 
particularly those who desired <nore 
space than they had at their command. 


They study live stock pedigrees, indi- 
vidual conformation, and production 
records. They hold meetings at which 
dairy problems of all kinds are dis- 
cussed. The members come to under- 
stand the value of organization, petty 
jealousies give way to a broader pro-

Out of 7,710 eases of clitichargrd disabled mcu from ariuy, navy and 
marine coTps Avhcsc eases have been passed upon by Uio war risk insuranee 
bureau, and who therefore are elipible for free vocational retraining by 
the federal board for vooational education, 2,791, or 36.2 per cent, have 
tuberculosis or lung complaints. 


The federal hoard staled it is informed tliat first and last Ihore will 


be between thirty thousand and forty thousand tuberculosis cases. 
Not 


all of them will require vooational retraining, but the number expected 


ifi large. 


These case? will be handled on a separafe basis from the rest of the 


injured and disabled men, and will require constant supervision and med- 


ical attention to insure the arresting of the disease and complete restora- 


tion to health. 


This is the primary consideration, and training will bo only such dur- 


ing this period as to furnish enougli occupation to keep the patient busy> 
contented and hopeful, 


Canada has l)oen very successful in dealing with her tuberculous army 


men, and the Canadian system will, in many'particulars, bo followed by 


the federal board with men of the United States forces. 


The old idea that a man recovered from tuberculosis rhould do noth- 
ing but out-of-doors wurk is exploded, and, according to the federal board, 
there is a great variety of indoor occu]mtions he can follow Avith perfect 
safety, provided his living and working conditions are proper. 


According to oifieial advices the total of "major amputation, eases" 
in the United States forces to date is 3,031, of which 2,308 are arm and 
leg cases, and of these approximately 600 are arm amputations and 1,708 
are leg amputations- 
The remaining 726 arc hands, feet and two or more 


fingers. 


Not all of these men require special training to enable them to make 
a living, the federal board for vocatioTial education points out; in fact, 
ihe percentage is smaller than one would imagine. 
A lawyer, doctor, 
draftsman, bookkeeper, dentist, stenographer, office man or salesman is 
not necessarily affected unfavorably in making a living "by reason of having 
lost a leg; but the loss of an arm may be a very serious matter. 


Those who in the main require re-education on account of leg or arm 
amputations are farmers, artisans whose trade required great activity, 
such as carpenters, teamsters, structural iron workers and the like. 


There are no hard and fast rules, and cannot be, for each case must 
be judged on its own merits, as for instance that of a professional vio- 
linist, who, having lost a finger joint of.his left hand, found his occupa- 
tion utterly gone and had to learn to do sometliing else for a living.

Doctrine 


As Announced In Message to Con- 
gress in 1823 


The Monroe doctrine, as announced 
by President Monroe in his inessaire to 
congress in IS^a, was a simple state- 
ment of the attitude of this counlrj» 
toward the South American republics. 
Henry Clay had made an effort to 
have the independence of these repub- 
iics recognized, and in 1822 their inde- 
pendence was acknowledged by con- 
gress. 
President Monroe had recalled 
John Quincy Adams from the court of 
St. James to become his secretary of 
state» 
and 
many 
historians 
credit 
Adams with the authorship of the mes- 
sage, In which the doctrine was slated 
ti8 follows: 


"As a principle, the American con- 
tinents, by the free and

Hut of Havasupal Chief. 


TIE recent discoverj^ by scien- 
tists of a lost tribe of Ameri- 
can Indians—the Havasupai— 
walled up in obscurity in a 
deep canyon of western Arizona 
re- 
veals a situation so astonishing that 
It would seem incredible If the story 
came from a source less reliable than 
the American Museuni of Natural His- 
tory, writes J. A. Brashears in 
the 
New York Sun. 


Cloistered in a fertile valle5% where 
sheer walls cut the great plateau to 
a depth of 3,000 feet. Leslie Spier, a 
member of the museum's staff,^ has 
found a tribe of wild primitive 
In- 
dians still living the lives of their an- 
cestors and in almost total ignorance 
of the forward march of civilization. 


Here on the banks of Cataract creek, 
which flows northward to cascade in- 
to the torrents of the Grand Canyon, 
tliese aborigines and their forebears 
have lived for ten centuries with sel- 
dom a glimpse of the territory lying 
beyond the canyon top. 
The chief of 
the tribe counts the visits of the white 
man on the fingers of one hand. 


Anthropologists have poked into th(? 
mtmost corners of the earth, from pole 
to pole; have studied and classified the 
various 
tribes of Indians for years, 
while in some remarkable manner the 
Havasupai, living within our very bor- 
ders, have escaped notice. 


These Indians—there now are only 
175' in the tribe—constitute the only 
purely aboriginal and primitive com- 
munity 
in the United 
States 
today. 
They have lived like hermits. 
The 
customs and machines, the social ad- 
vances of the outside world have fail- 
ed to penetrate the fastness of their 
realm. 


Not Easy to Visit Them. 
To reach their home, a 50-mile ride 
over a waterless tract is necessary. 
When 
the 
brink 
of 
the 
chasm 
is 
reached the drop of 3,000 feet has to 
be made mostly on foot along u hardly 
perceptible trail. 
Only a small 
part 
of the hazardous twelve-mile descent 
can be made mounted. 
One must lit- 
erally cling to the walls of the canyon, 
Fn no place is the trail wider 
than 
three feet and the ainimals rub their 
sides raw through scraping along the 
side of the canyon. 


In one place the two walls come 
together and form a corner. 
Here it 
Is necessai'y to make a 500-foot drop 
by zigzagging from wall to wall. 
This 
is ihe most perilous section of 
the 
journey for the trail is nothing more 
(ban a series of steps. 
The animals 
must jump from one to the other. 
As 
the men on foot must walk in front 
their lives are constantly endangered. 
Should a pack animal miss its footing 
tlie man in front would be knocked to 
oblivion. 


Today the Havasupai subsist on a 
inarvelously cnltlvaled tract two and 
one-quarter miles long and about one- 
quarter Oi a mile wide. 
They depend 
chielly on agriculture for their sup- 
port, but in former days they descend- 
ed far south di)wn their valley inquest 
of <leer, antelope and bear. The camps 
are situated along the east side of the 
creek, which Irrigates the land so well 
that enough food is harvested off this 
snjall 
section 
of 
one 
and 
one-half 
mjuare miles to supply them from sea- 
son to season. 


Some of Their Customc. 
Mr. Spicr claijsUies the tribe as "in- 
tennediary,*' since their cui ure oii4 
braces traits peculiar to tht* four ad- 
jacent tribes of the souihwest 
area, 
"In general characteristics." lie said, 
*ihiy lean more toward the Put»bIos of 
norfliern Mexico. The custom that pre- 
vails among the Pueblos—that of the 
men anil women working together in 
(h»' field—also exists among ihe iSupal. 


"The men also make clotiiing out of 
huckskin. a domestic trait 
character- 
slic of the Pueblos. 
Tlie Iniluenoe of 
ihe other adjacent tribes, while slight, 
may be seen in tJie construction 
of 
rarious types of huts and tepees. The 
Havasupai build four dllTerent types, 
rhere Js u log and mud hut common 
omong 
the 
Navajos ; 
the 
conical 
thatched tepee built to a great extent 
fimong 
the Mohaves and the square 
s'latched hut of the Plateau Indians. 


"Amo3g the American Indians," he 
eontinucd, "the nomadic and warlike 


trails predominate, but the Havasupai 
are unique in this respect, 
Thej' are 
peaceal)ly inclined and happy in the 
contemplation 
of 
their 
own 
works. 
Expert Corn Growers. 
The Havasupai live in camps during 
the summer months along the creek In 
the midst of their farms. 
They arc 
expert in rarsing corn crops. 


The deep canyon bed, irrigated by 
the cataract, is an oasis in the arid 
desert which surrounds the 
canyon 
Corn, beans, .squash 
and 
fruit 
are 
raised In abundance and the peaches 
are especially delicious, according' to 
Mr. 
Spier. 
The 
nearby 
mountains 
abound In sheep, deer, antelope and 
wild turkeys, so there is no lack oi 
fresh meat. 


In 
winter tiie tribe takes to 
the 
ledge-s and caves on the mountain side 
high above the danger leveifi. Cataract 
creek 
always 
overflows 
during 
the 
rainy season and inundates the land. 
"Here," said Mr. Spier. "I found some 
most 
interesting caves, 
unquestiona- 
bly carved out of the walls by a pffe- 
historic race, 
I found some fragmen- 
tary pottery in various places which 
supported my theory. 


"These caves," he continued, "-serve 
as excellent shelters, and here each 
family builds its storehouse for pre- 
serving its grain and meat. 
These are 
con.structed out of mud, baked hard 
and then sealed," 


Native Turkish Bath. 
The chief diversion among the males 
is to foregather about 
the 
various 
sweat 
lodges to gossip and 
discuss 
affairs of the tribe. 
The sweat lodge 
is their Turkish bath. A bed of straw 
is laid down and a covering placed 
over it. 
It is made just lai'ge enough 
for one man to crawl insiOb 
"Rnskets 
containing red-hot rocks are pla 
side and water Is then poured over 
them, ^>roducing a 
cloud 
of 
steam. 
The-covering holds the steam 
inside 
and as soon as the sweating process is 
deemed to have progressed sufficiently 
the bather jumps out for a "shock" in 
the icy waters of the cataract. 
A-s 
each man finishes his bath he joins the 
circle, all in breechclouts, for the dis- 
cussion of tribal affairs. 


The women do not devote all oi 
their afternoons to domestic pursuits 
They have a passion for gambling, Mr 
Spier says, and for several hours af- 
ter the day's toil in the fields they con 
gregate and play at dice. 
The game Is 
somewhat like the American game oi 
craps, although four dice are 
used, 
fashioned out of goat's horn. 


Today one never finds American In* 
dians using anything but matches to 
light their 
fires. 
The Havasupai still 
u.se primitive fire drills. 
Up to lUlC 
the stone knife was used exclusively 
Lately some modern implements have 
filtered 
in 
through 
the 
government 
agent. 
Tiiey have some horses and a 
small 
number of catlle with 
which 
they are having splendid succe.ss. 
No Marriage Ceremony, 
Marriage In the canyon is without 
ceremony. 
The bride's consent having 
been won In the orthodox fashion the 
coujile merely live together 
without 
further ado. 
The brave must 
make 
i;ayment, however, to the bride's pa^- 
rents, and the customary foi:m is to 
give his service in the fields of his 
"in-Ia\\s" until the first child has been 
born. 
Tb.is method 
of 
payment 
is 
slrictly enforced, 
Tliere is no divorce 
recognized among tlie Havasupai. 


Of tlie two ciiiefs Mr. Spier 
sard: 
"They liave absolutely no prerogatives 
in the matter of power o v ^ the tribe. 
The tribe as a whole works well to- 
geiher and the menibers feel,a certain 
<h!finlte social consciousnciss. 
It Is the 
business of tlie chiefs to act as jnedia* 
tors when matters need adju.-5tmeut, 
but whatever laws exist are enforced 
. tbrouglj public opinion. 
The 
ciilcfs 
are cJiarged with advising the young 
women 
and 
instructing 
the 
youths 
growing into manhood. 
There is no 
capital j)unishment, and instead of the 
death penalty for murder the olTend- 
Ing party muyt make a payment jn 
land or goods. 
Jllegitimacy does not 
exist among them. 
Kvery child 
that 
Is born has a recognized father and no 
odium attaches to offspring, as hap 
pens eo frequently among people of 
higher 
fioclul 
development" 


ALL MUST BE FED 


Practically Every European Coun« 
try Short of Foodstuffs. 


Agriculturists 
on 
This Side of 
th« 
Water Arc Called on to Save 
tht 
World From Starvation—West- 
ern 'Canada's Great Op- 
portunity. 


Considerable 
discussion 
is 
taking 
place in the papers as to the amount 
of money that the United States will 
have to pay for its gtmrantee of the 
price of wheat for 1910. 
The indica- 
tions at presont are that the treasury 
will not be a^'Oted. 
Instead of wheat 
going down the outlook now is Uiat It 
will go considernbly above- the pres- 
ent guarantee. 
It is not only the opin- 
ion of a laan of the experience of Mr. 
Hoover that gives weight to this as- 
sumption, but we have the glUring fact 
that there will be more mouths to feed 
for this year, and th(i next yoar or so^ 
than there wore in 1918, and the quan- 
tity 
of 
food 
will 
be 
little, if any, 
greater. 


The assumption is based on the fact 
that 
GeiMiiany, Austria 
and 
Poland, 
and others of the lighting nations, un- 
able to secure food enough in the past 
two or three years, and still unable to 
supply It within themselves, will re- 
quire to be f<?d. The food can now bo 
taken to them. 
For some time the sol- 
diers will require to ho f e d ; Italy will 
have its demands. 
There will be ad- 
ditional shipping, some of which will 
be needed for requirements of India, 
but it will also make ocean transport 
easier. 
Mi*. Hoover is possibly better 
acquainted than any other individual 
observer with both the world's food 
needs and its prospects of supplying 
tliem. 


He is naturally very close in touch 
with conditions on this continent and 
his position as virtual dictator of the 
distribution 
of American-grown 
food 
iu Europe has given him a possibly 
unique insight into European needs. 


Mr. Hoover says there will be no 
surplus from the 191S \crop to carry 
over into 1919. 
Even under 
normal 
conditions this would be a sufliciently 
precarious situation, for there natu- 
rally never is any possible guarnnteo 
that one or more of the great wheat- 
producing countries in Europe 
may 
not experience a crop failure. 
Under 
present conditions, however, such lack 
of surplus is distinctly, dangerous, for 
the very Eia'opean nations upon whico 
that continent could normally rely for 
the great liulk of its wheat, that is to 
say Russia, Bulgaria, Serbia and Hou- 
mania, will for obvious reasons be un- 
able to supply their own demands for 
the coming yeai\ 
In addition to this, 
Mr. Hoover points out that famine In 
India will call for a substantial pro- 
portion of the Australian surplus^ and 
that, moreover, a considerable part ol 
the Australian supplj', which for lack 
of shipping has been accumulating iu 
that country, has spoiled. 


And the demand 
is by no 
means 
only 
for 
wheat. 
Mr, 
Hoover 'esti- 
mated that he would be able to fur- 
nish Germany 180,000 tons of grain 
during the month of April. 
But it I3 
asserted that the German stocks of all 
kinds of grain and of potatoes and 
other vegetables will surely be exhaust- 
ed before June. 


Mr. Hoover has also expressed tlio 
belief that it is questionable whether 
under the circumstances food enough 
can be supplied to tide Germany over 
until the next 
harvest. 


It is quite clear from all this that 
the world is gioing to depend 
more 
than ever upon this continent to keep 
the wolf from the door until the war- 
devastated and anarchy-ridden 
coun- 
tries in Europe can once again feed 
themselves. 
Already we read of the 
protests of Briti.sh soldiers occupying 
Germany 
against 
allowing 
Gennun 
women and children to perish of star- 
vation as they are beginning to do. If 
these conditions prevail in 
Germany 
what must be the state of affairs else- 
where in Europe among nations M'hich 
have fought with us during the last 
four years? 


To sum up, it may be stated with 
confidence that the demand for every 
product of the farm will be unprece- 
donttid, and that the agriculturist will 
receive the higiiest prices on record 
for all that he has to sell. 


The duty of Canada, therefore, Is to 
keep up its work of assisting in sup- 
]»iying the need. 
It can do so. 
It has 
the land available at low prices; the 
market is there; I'ailroadvfacilities ai'e 
good, the climate and the soil produce 
the best wheat in the world.

I child's cradle, bedsteads, cirpets, meat 
1 n-speetfully request the support of benches, barrels and boxes, step ladder, 


jfc^pnblican voters at the coming primary bei. boxes, cider press, grindstones, iron 


Treaty Must Be Accepted or Rejected 


as a Whole—Enemy May Submit a 


Substitute. 


The council of four of the peace con- 
ference 
In 
Paris 
took 
up 
consid- 
iM'iUion of the replies to i)e made to the 
GLM'inan notes regarding labor ques- 
tiouc; jind prisoners of war. 


The council decided to refer these 
notes to experts for eonshleratlon, in- 
siead of answering them at once, as 
11 (lid with the first two eomnninlca- 
tinns from the German delegation. 


(Those notes followed two earlier 
ones despatched Saturday, one refer- 
ring to the treaty terms ns unendur- 
able, the other complaining because 
(jJermany was excluded from the league 
of nations). 


According 
to the newspapers 
the 
basis of the note on labor is a charter 
Inspired by the conferences at l^eeds 
and Berne. 
The argue tiuit the pur- 
pose Is to create among Socialists an 
opinion favorable to Germany by put- 
ting In direct collaboration the work- 
ing classes and the present govern- 
ment of that country. 


The first exeluinge between 
Count 
von Broc'kdolT-Rantzau, head of 
the 
German mission and the allies was 
considered a preliminary skirmish to 
the main battle and as disclosing the 
allied position. 
This 
Is 
in 
effect: 
"Accept the treaty as it stands, or re- 
ject it, one or the other, as there is 
no middle ground.'* 


This was the prevailing view In the 
Anirlcan delegation to the conference, 
and 
in 
conference circles generally 
after the four notes had been analyz- 
ed. 


The head of the German delegation 
also was thought to accept this con- 
struction, as reports were that he was 
giving his chief attention to the for- 
mula.tion of a complete treaty which 
he would present as a counter-project 
in about five days. 


This counter treaty would be treat- 
ed tJie same as the German plans for 
a leaicuo of nations, neither of which 
will be considered, the only question 
being the acceptance or rejection of 
the allied treaty. 


The German project for a league of 
nations is generally known to have 
been drawn by Professor Schueeking, 
of the German delegation. 
It is in the 
form of a general thesis on the merits 
of a world parliament that would seek 
to brink about the proportionate limit- 
ations 
of 
armaments of all nations 
alike, on sea as well as on land, and 
an equality of economic conditions— 
bringing 
about 
a 
sort of economic 
brotherhood.

Dr. Gustav'Stessemann, one of the 
People's party lenders, spoke in pro- 
test against the demand for tlie sur- 
render of former Emperor William. 
If 
the German people complied with U 
they would be without shame or honor, 
Jje declared. 
t The seml-ofllcial Wolff bureau Issued 
n statement to the effect that the reply 
of Premier Clemenceau to the note 
of the German peace delegation, "al- 
though It seems to reject a discussion, 
implies a renewed adherence to the 
agreement of October and November, 
3i)lS (armistice?), and hints that prac- 
tical proposals maybe made for nego- 
tiations on the draft." 


TJje statement adds: "That such ne- 
gotiations 
are 
contemplated appears 
from the fact that the allies on Satur- 
day asked for several printed copies 
of tlie German proposals on the league 
of nations and the labor charter. Pre- 
mier Ciemenceau's reply to the Ger-
